CONGRESS AGAIN OPEN. 


Both Branches 
Resume Operations With 
Busy Air. 


Congress re-assembled last Wednesday. 
Senator Aidrich. chairman of the Com- 


mittee on Finances, opened the debate on 
the Gold Standard bill on Thursday. 


By the way of opening the debate he 


said in part: 


"The general purpose of the bill is to 


declare unew that gold is the monetary 
standard of the United States; to esub- 
lien confidence in the intention and abi lily 
of our Government to give the greateFt 
possible measure of stability in value to ile 
currency and to provide the means for se- 
curing for it at all times an equal purchas- 
ing power with gold ; to lighten in every 
possible way the burdens imposed upon 
the tax-payer by existing public obliga- 
tions and to strengthen the public credit. 


"The first section contains a clear and 


definite declaration that the gold dollar,. 
is and shall continue to be the standard 
unit of value ; a new and more emphatic 
pledge on the part ol the United States 
that alt forms of money it may issue or 
coin shall be at all times maintained at 
an equality of value with the gold coin 
adopted as the standard, and a specific 
provision that United States notes aud 
Treasury notes shall, upon presentation at 
the Treasury, be redeemed in standard 
gold coin." 


Senator Beveridge, of Indiana, after 


talking 
with the President Thursday 


morning, went up to the Senate and offer 
ed the the following, which may become 
historic by being adopted as the Senate 
declaration of the Administration policy : 


"Resolved, That the Philippine Islands 


are territory belonging to the United 
States ; that it is the intention of the 
United Stales to retain them as such, and 
to establish and maintain such govern- 
mental control throughout tbeaichipelago 
as the situation may demand."

A Washington dispatch of the 5th says: 
A cold shoulder is beiug turned to the 


former Senator Quay by his associates in 
the Senate of a year ago. 
No encourage- 


ojent cornea to him from the real leaders 
and managers to continue his contest, 
especially since the vote against his recog- 
nition was announced to-day by tbe Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections. 


Tbia committee took up the Clark en e 


from Montana first, went a little way 
vvitii it, and then dropped it for the time 
while the Quay matter was voted upon. 
Chairman Chandler submitted his resolu- 
tion as follows : 


"Jitsolieil, That Mnthew S. Qnay be

This received the votes of Chandler,

sumed for a brief time, after which the 
committee aJjourned. The Senate man- 
agers now hope that Quay will take tbe 
Lint given by the committee vote and re- 
tire gracefully, before the crash is forced 
upon him. If he should get out now it 
would not be necessary to have any re- 
port ni^de to the Senate. There are evi- 
dences that if Quay does not act before 
Ion;; in this way he will be rnaJe to see 
the wisdom of doing so. 


MeaL while, the Quay case ia being 


weakened by the delay, and to-day it was 
seriously hurt by the reports from one 
Senator, who made himself responsible, to 
the effect that the Standard Oil and other 
corporations Interested in 
Quay were 


working to obtain votes for him. 


It is believed, however, that these cor- 


porations have not gone far iu this kind 
of work, and they will cease when they 
ealize the real condition of the case in 
.he Senate.

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THE BRIBERY CASES. 


Cvounael for ex-Senator John J. Coyle, 


of Philadelphia, and other defendants in 
the legislative bribery cases made applica- 
tion to Judge Simonton in Harrieburg last 
Friday for a continuance until the March 
term of the Dauphin County Court. 


Tbe application was based on the con- 


gested list of capes aet down for tria^ 
at the January term, which began yemer- 
day. District Attorney Millar admitted 
that there was an unusually large number 
of cases set down for trial. He declined, 
however, to agree to a postponement be- 
cause he could not tell at this time wheth- 
er the bribery casea would be reached. 


Charlea H. Bergner, private counsel for 


the House Prosecuting Committee, insist- 
ed that the caaes be called for trial Thurs- 
day, tbe time designated by the District 
Attorney. 
The Court refused tbe applica- 


tion, and said the matter of tbo hearing of 
theae cases was largely in tbe control of 
tbe District Attorney. 


ENGLAND'S CRITICAL POSITION. 


Recent dispatches show the situation 


more critical now for the British arms in 
South Africa than at any previous atage of 
the campaign. 


Dispatches received Sunday say that the 


Boers have begun a determined attack on 
Ladyemith, Natal, and tha laat advices 
from General White were that he was 
"very hard pressed." 


Tbe attack of the Boers began at 2 45 


o'clock Saturday morning, and waa flrct 
directed at Ccemr'a Camp, an outpjat 
aouth of Ladysmith. 


General Bailer tried to help General 


White. He aent General Clery'a division 
from Cheveley to attack the Boer position 
at Coleuso, but the movement failed. 
Thus the Boers are so far able to attack 
Ladyemith and to hold General Builer iu 
check at the same time. 


General French reports a "ferioua acci- 


dent" to the First Suffolk Regiment near 
Colesburg, Cape Colony. Four companies 
of the regiment attacked a Boer position. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Wataon, who woa in 
command, waa wounded, and a retreat 
waa ordered. 
Three quartern of 
the 


British reached their camp, but the others 
were overpowered and compelled to sur- 
render. Saventy were takeu prisoners, 
including seven officera. 


Tbe Britiab have been compelled to re- 


treat from Dordrecht, a Caps Colony town 
35 miles east of Sterkatroui, which they 
recently occupied. 


Boera, under Field Cornet Viaser, have 


captured Kurnraan, one of the lew forti- 
6ed posts in Bpchuanalaud, which the 
British attempted to hold. One hundred 
aud twenty white eoldiers and 70 natives 
were made prisoners. 


The London War Office has decided 


upon i'nmediate atpps for sending an 
eighth infantry diviaion to South Africa 
Some of tbe regiments lor thia division 
will be taken irorn Gibraltar and .Mjlt.i.

The objections to it are not confined to anv 
particular locality, but proteata are heard 
from every section. The people have 
been accuatomed to go to thehttle country 
poet-offices 
to gossip 
and 
trade, and 


this is broken up. Tben the poat-moaters 
who have been displaced do not like the 
change because it diminishes their import- 
ance. Their influence is decidedly against 
the system, and it counts fora good deal. 
In a few sections of the county tbe op- 
poaition ia bitter. 
In Myera1 diatrict four 


mail boxes were destroyed by unknown 
parties and the Government is making an 
effort to ferret out tbe perpetrators who 
will be summarily dealt with if they are 
caught.

1>, 100O, 


HUMUS IN THE SOIL. 


How to gel il and how to Keep il. 


Humua is any animal or vegetab 


matter which is in its intermedia! 
stage of decomposition. In prairie soi 
where the grass baa not been remove 
for centuries, and where each season 
growth goes back to the soil it ia fonn 
in great abundance. In fact, humu 
constitutes a large part ol the almost in 
exhaustible fertility of such soils. I 
newly cleared land it is found in varyin 
amounts, having come from tbe partla 
decomposition of trunks, branches, root 
and leaves of trees, and other amalle 
vegetation that may have sprung np 
ID some swamps it occurs in large quan 
titles in the form of muck. As yet th 
chemical composition of humus is no 
well understood nor has its function 
and importance as a food for plants bee 
clearly defined. 
Yet we know from 


observation and experience that it Is o 
prime importance to the farmer. Con 
tinued cultivatien for years has greatl 
diminished tbe amount of humus :n th 
soil, says D Z. Gibson in Farmers' In 
ttitiite Bulletin, Ontario'," CanTTand th 
lack of this impoitant element may ac- 
count to a certain extent for the smal 
crop returns and failure to get a goo 
>t»nd of clover. Chemists tell us tha 
»n average soil contains enough plan 
food to grow wheat at tbe rate of tbirt. 
bushels per acre for seventy years in 
succession without tbe addition ot an}1 
fertilizer. Nature however, is not a 
lavish with her treasures as to allow u 
to get this plant food in our grasp with 
in the space of a few years. A grea 
deal of it is locked up in au inert form 
and can only be made soluble when sur 
rounded by certain favorable conditions 
It is the: business of tbe farmer to fur 
nish these conditions as far as he Is abl 
and make use of whatever agencies h 
can in doing so. Humus is one of thes 
agencies. It makes the soil more relent- 
i ve of moisture. How are we to Increas 
this element in those soils that are lack 
ing is the next question. Since circum 
stances vary so widely, no method can 
ba given that will apply in every case 
bat some one or more of the foltowin; 
mar be found helpful: First, plowing 
down clover or clover sod not only in 
creases the humus, but also augment 
tbe store of nitrogen. Second, any gras 
sod turned under every four or flv 
year*. Third, apply farmyard manur 
when Jresh. 
Fourth, where summe 


fallowing is practiced in connection with 
the growing of winter wheat, winte 
rye may be sown in August or Septem 
ber on the field Intended to be fallowed 
Plow the rye ucder the following June 
Buckwheat, because of its abuudan 
root growth, is valuable as a producer o 
humus In conjunction with a fallow 
The cultivation of a fallow or a crop 
tends to diminish the humus, but thi 
can not be helped, and as humus is oni 
ot the agencies that enables us to, get thi 
most out of the land, we may have tc 
restore it j ust as we would t ave to restore 
again for another crop. Cultivation alsi 
increases the nitrates which may b 
lost in the drainage water if there is ex 
cessive rainfall and the land is liable tc 
leach. If rye or buckwheat :s sown i 
ceases to be a bare tullow, aa those plant 
take up the soluble plant food and ston 
it in their tissues in a form not liable to 
waste, which wben plowed under and 
decomposed becomes soluble plant foot 
again just at the time when the youug 
wheat plants require it. Fifth, sow 
rape after the oats or barley Is harvest 
ed, or plow under in the fall. Sixth 
peas plowed under when In bloom in 
creases the humus and also the fertility 


KECOBDS of noted cows are not secur 


ed solely on account of the individua 
being of a certain breed. Those who 
make use of selected breeds also stud; 
the best and most economical methods 
of feeding. The animal is simply th 
machine for converting food luto milk 
and butter, and it would fail to accorn 
plish the object desired but for the 
character of the food. When cows are 
tested for records they are not fed on 
straw and fodder, aud with the view of 
saving in the food, but, on the contrary 
the best foods that can be obtained are 
not considered too good or costly. Grain 
clover, pasturage, linseed meal and roots 
assist, each to afford a variety or change 
and to promote the appetite and induce 
the cow to eat as much as she can digest 
hence, such cows have great digestive 
capacity and can utilize large quantities 
of food. 
The fact that such cows are 


well bred is simply an evidence that they 
are from families that have been notec 
for good records. It is the food that 
makes the milk and butter, but an ordi- 
nary cow does not possess the capacity 
of 
consuming 
and converting large 


quantities of food into milk and butter 
compared with one that is pure bred. 


WHEN wood ashes are applied lime is 


unnecessary, as every 100 pounds of 
wood ashes contain about 40 pounds ol 
lime. Ashes vary greatly, as they are 
produced from different sources, easily 
absorb moisture, and their composition 
cannot be determined without careful 
examination. 
The most valuable in 


gredieut in ashes is potash, the propor- 
tion being about six pounds to every 
100 pounds of wood ashes. Ashes also 
contain about 2 per cent, of phosphoric 
acid and about 3 per cent, of magnesia. 
Coal ashes are of but little value. Wood 
ashes give excellent results on all kinds 
of crops, especially grass. 


IT ia sometimes claimed that a garden 


becomes too rich and that it produces an 
enormous growth of vine, with but little 
seeds or fruit. The difficulty is that the 
garden contains an excess of some kind 
of plant food. Ilotate tbe crops or make 
a garden in a new location, growing 
corn, potatoes and cabbages successively 
on the old location, when U may be used 
as a garded plot again. It is doubtful, 
however, if» garden can be too rich.

WINTER CARE OF HORSES. 


There ia probably no subject tbat Is 


of more importance yet has been given 
less attention than the winter care of 
idle horses. Oat of tbe total number of 
working borsea at least 50 per cent, ate 
idle during the winter months. How to 
support them cheaply and. keep them in 
pood health and flesh daring this period 
is an important question. If we make a 
study of the horse and his digestive 
organs, we find the first stage of diges- 
tion takes place in tbe mouth. 
It is 


important that we examine the teeth to 
see the; are in such a condition that 
the animal can perform perfect maatica- 
tiou. We find says A. C. Hallman in 
Farmers' Institute Bulletin, Ontario, 
Can., in onr own observation ana ex- 
perience, many horses very badly out ot 
condition, sluggish, no snap, rough in 
the coat, will not eat or thrive under 
any conditions, neither feeds nor tonics 
are effectual. On examination we found 
bad teeth had caused all the trouble. 
We must then remember this very im- 
portant fact, for we expect the idle 
horse to work up moie bulky and less 
valuable food than wben he is hard at 
work. We are told that a horse or an 
ox is supposed to discharge two quarts 
of saliva in half an hour whilst masti- 
cating its food and this is sufficient to 
eusalivate a small ration of hay or what 
the animal could masticate in that time. 
The mere sight of food caused the 
mouth to water and the harder aud driei 
tbe food the moie saliva will flow dur- 
ing mastication. Tbe saliva must be 
considered a most important factor ID 
tbe process of digestion. We find tbe 
stomach of a horse is very small con- 
sidering the size of the animal, much 
smallei than of ruminating animals. 
It 


is very Important then how this small 
receptacle is filled. A healthy, vigorous 
horse will eat a tremendous lot of stuff 
wben idle and the food placed befoie 
him. One-half the diseases of the horse, 
I believe, are due to overfeeding, espe- 
cially with youug horses or such as are 
not put to seveie work. Horses have 
been known to eat thirty pounds of hay 
in a day and night wben ten pounds 
should have been sufficient. A horse 
can be kept m prime health and spirits 
on eight pounds of hay, with a due al- 
lowance of oats or other food. In feed- 
ing idle horses we require a ration of 
not too nutritious a character. No def- 
inite lules for feeding can be laid down. 
Every farmer must make the best use 
ot the food be haa. At tbe same time 
it ought to be our aim and object to 
grow sueb food as is best suitable for a 
special service. 


A LAW tbat would prohibit the sale 


of calves for food before they are three 
months old would put an end to "bob" 
veal and lead to improvements of stock, 
for the reason tbat if farmers were com- 
pelled to feed their calves to three 
months they would then give some 
attention to breeding in order to derive 
as much as possible from the calves. 
The scrub bull would soon become use- 
less under such a system and tbe farmers 
would find tbe change greatly in their 
tavor. Many o£ the infant calves are 
sold when but three days old and are 
then unfit for human food.
